FARM MARKETS 


With Factories Closed Consumers 
Cannot Purchase.

In a snih’l town in an agricultural 
section of the United State*, nut far 
from the Canadian border, there is a 
glove factory. 
Tbfs concern has been 
for year?« selling a large pa t of its 
product annually in Canada. 
Con­ 
gress in the Emergen»*,» 
Tariff Act 
placed on goods imported from Canada 
a tariff so high that it made it u n p rin t­ 
able for the Canadians longer to seli 
their goods in the American market. 
The small town glove factory*, among 
many others, lost its Canadian m ar­ 
ket and had tu shut down. 
It is an economic law that a nation 
buys where it sells. 
It must do this 
In order to have money to pay its 
hills in the country where the b!Jl> 
are contracted. 
Canada being unable to sell her 
goods in this country was forced t<* 
sell her surplus elsewhere. Naturally, 
then, she supplied her needs in other 
markets. 
But this particular glove 
factory is important because of its 
effect on the prosperity of the nearby 
farmers. 
The plight of this factory Is an ex­ 
ample of how the prosperity of every 
interest In this <■>* mtry is depc .de* 
upon the prosperity of practically ev­ 
ery other Interest. This glove factory 
is the mainstay of the town. 
P rac­ 
tically all the wage 
earners work 
there. When their mean< of livelihood 
was cut off their ability to purcha-e 
was gone. 
The smaller farmers w ho had a 
ready market at their very doors for 
Their butter and eggs and other farm 
products found it necessary to -eek 
other and less satisfactory m arkets 
out of town. 
But when they got out 
Into the world m arket they found that 
something was happening. 
Everything they tried to sell was sold 
at a greatly reduced price, but every­ 
thing that they attem pted ?>> buy the„\ 
found was reduced < nly slightly in 
price or not reduced at all 


The Farmer Whipsawed 
Many complicated factors enter into 
a situation of this kind, hut one of the 
most important factors 1« ihe tariff. I 
have shown in a previous article that 
In at least two commodities, those of 
sugar and wool, the tariff protection 
accorded by the increased rates on 
these two commodities does not reach 
the farmer, but stops with and en­ 
riches the manufacturer. 
There is a chemical plant in the 
state of New Jersey which makes a fer­ 
tiliser product for the Cuban marker. 
Cuba’s sugar industry has been prac­ 
tically ruined by a 60 per c?nt increase 
in the tariff on raw sugar. 
Cuba Is 
unable to buy the product of this chem­ 
ical factory. 
One thousand men are 
out of work. 
The families of th -se 
one thousand men would use at least 
a thousand dozen of eggs a week and 
not less than a thousand rounds of

butter and certainly net les-s than 
three thousand pounds of meat, all 
j products of the American fanner 
But in the case of Cuba there is even 
j a umre direct loss of market to the 
farmer.

Sioux Indians had been driven 
into Montana by the gold miners, 
and the United States govern­ 
ment took steps to force them 
back into their reservations. Gen­ 
eral Custer, with less than 300 
men, set out to round up the 
tribes which were on Jhe war­ 
path, and at the Little Bighorn 
river, was ambushed by sitting 
Bull and 3,000 warriors. Coster 
and all his troopers wTere killed. 
Soon after this massacre the In­ 
dians were defeated and many 
of them fled to Canada. 
Gold was discovered in Mon­ 
tana as early as 3852 by the half- 
breed Francois Finlay near Hell 
Gate river. 
This, however, cre­ 
ated little stir and it wasn’t un­ 
til five years later when John 
Sliverthom discovered gold in 
quantities, that mining settle­ 
ments sprang up in the moun­ 
tains, This region had been part 
<if Nebraska territory, which ip 
1863 was subdivided and became 
a portion of Idaho territory. The 
next year it wus organized as 
the separate Territory of Mon­ 
tana. 
Virginia City was the capital 
and here in 1865 was issued the ! 
Montana Post, the first newspa­ 
per of the state. 
In 1874 the 
eapitul was changed to Helena 
and ten years later a state con­ 
stitution was adopted. The state 
was not taken into the Union, 
however, until 3889. 
Montana comes from the Span­ 
ish adjective meaning “moun­ 
tainous.” 
Its area is 146,996 
square miles, making it the third 
iarge.st state of the Union.

RUINS IN MEXICO POINT TO 
ONCE HIGH-TYPE RACE 


T H E

San .Juan 
Teotihuacan, 
Mexico.— 
B uried temple, covered with frescoes 
and carvings of sympolic art, relies 
of an ancient and vanished race; hier­ 
oglyphics written in archaic Chinese, 
and pyram ids 
the size and structure 
Of which bespeak a people of su p e r­ 
ior civilization—all rem nants of a s a ­ 
cred city buried perhaps by its own 
builder.- 
these are the results of the 
work of excavation and research now 
being carried on by the D epartm ent 
A nthropology of Mexico. 
The 
field 
is the little town of San Ju an Teo- 
tihuacan, which lies 28 miles n o rth ­ 
west of Mexico City. 
Some of 
the 
most 
interesting 
of 
these ancient 
ruins have been brought to light d u r­ 
ing the last few months. 
H erm an 
Cortea, 
who 
conquered 
Mexico and made it subject to Spain 
viewed the pyram ids of Teotihuacan 
¡n 1 :)20, 
They were then covered by 
mounds of dirt. 
On questioning Mon­ 
tezuma, King of the Aztecs, as 
to 
their origin, he could learn only that 
they had existed long before the Az­ 
tecs had invaded the valley of Mexi­ 
co, and th at to them the ancient stru c ­ 
tures were a mystery. 
The story of 
the vanished tribes of Mexico 
is a 
hall scanned book, it is stated, but 
under the direction of the 
D epart­ 
ment 
of 
A nthropology 
the record 
which the Toltecs left behind in th eir 
ruined city is being deciphered bit by 
bit. 
h irs t efforts at excavation am ong 
the m any mounds which dot the te r ­ 
ritory around the pyramids, and 
at 
uncovering the pyram ids were made 
in 1904, under the direction of Sen­ 
ior B atriz. 
From then on, although 
ham pered by the 
many 
revolutions 
and various changes of 
governm ent 
that have taken place, the work has 
been continued interm ittently. 
D ur­ 
ing the last year a g reat stride was 
m ade through the finding of a temple 
dedciated to Quetzalcoatl 
one of the 
most im portant of the Toltee gods— 
and the task of reconstruction of 
the 
temples which flanked it on four sides 
of an immense square. 
Up to 
the 
present 
date, the 
Mexican 
Govern­ 
ment has expended 50,000 pesos ($25,- 
000) on this work, which is under the 
direction of Senor M, Gambia of Co­ 
lumbia University, at present head of 
the Departm ent of A nthropology 
in 
Mexico. 
To understand and appreciate 
th 
ruins of Teotihuacan, one must know 
som ething of the history of the Tol­ 
tecs. 
They were not indigenous 
to 
the 
Mexican 
plateau, but wandered 
down by the way of California, A ri­ 
zona and New Mexico, where ruins 
of their one-time dwelling still 
ex­ 
ist. 
That they were of Asiatic ori­ 
gin, probably 
Monogolian, 
or 
had 
come into contact with Asiatic peo 
pies, is a fact, according to scientists. 
In the seventh century A. D., 
they 
entered Anahuac, as the valley 
of 
Mexico was then called, and founded 
many towns am ong them Tulancingo, 
T iapa and Ieotihuaean. This last was 
their sacred city, as the name 
de­ 
notes: Teoti, gods; hua, of; can, place. 
H ere they built the pyram ids 
of 
the Sun and of the Moon, on which 
they erected temples to their deities. 
Lesser temples occupied the guidade- 
la (citidel), which was a big square. 
Priests had their houses here, 
and 
the city was the center of the reli­ 
gious life of the race. 
The Toltecs 
were a peaceful people and well in­ 
structed ni mechanical arts. 
For three centuries did this people 
hold sway in Anahuac, and then 
it 
vanished as silently and as m y steri­ 
ously as it had 
come, 
taking 
its 
course through 
w hat 
now are 
the 
i-tates of Oaxaca and 
Yucatan. 
In 
these states are found the ruins 
of 
their temples and dwellings, 
which 
are built in the same style, and have 
the same decorative m otifs as those 
in the valley of Mexico. 
But before leaving Teotihuacan the 
people buried 
their 
pyramids 
and 
their temples under mounds of dirt. 
This feat seems too prodigious to be 
believed, but it is explanied by the 
statem ent that 100*000 men working 
a few months could cover the 
city. 
The popular belief has been that the 
Aztecs covered the sacred city, 
but 
according to Senor Ramon Mena, to 
noted ar. heologist, this 
new 
people 
found them as mounds of a nonde­ 
script n atu re on which vegetable life 
had taken root. 
F our facts regarding 
the Toltecs 
are of unusual ynd ab-orbing inter­ 
est, Senor Mena says: 
One, as yet 
not fully confirmed, is to the 
effect 
that in the desert of Gobi, a barren 
plateau lying north of the Republic of 
China and between Chinese T u rk e s­ 
tan and Manchuria, the present day 
inhabitants «peak the tongue used by 
the Toltecs 
and called N ehuatl. 
In 
recent years there have been found, 
near the pyram ids, 
tablets 
hearing 
hieroglyphics of a distinctly 
Chinese 
character, and which indeed, members 
o f the Chinese legation 
in 
Mexico 
City have been able to identify 
as 
archaic Chinese.

H ie plight of fhis factory Is an ex­ 
ample of how the prosperity of every 
interest In this eo »ntry la dependent 
upon the prosperity of practically ev­ 
ery other Interest. This glove factory 
is the mainstay of the town. 
Prac­ 
tically all the wage earners work 
there. When their means of livelihood 
waa cut off their ability to purchase 
waa gone. 
The smaller farmers who had a 
ready market at their very doors for 
their butter and eggs and other farm 
products found It necessary to seek 
other and less satisfactory markets 
out of town. But when they got nut 
Into the world market they found that 
something was happening. 
Everything they tried to sell was sold 
at e greatly reduced price, hut every­ 
thing that they attempted to buy they 
found was reduced <-nly slightly in 
price or not reduced at alL 
The Farmer Whipsawsd 
Many complicated factors enter into 
a situation of this kind, but one of the 
most Important factors Is the tariff. I 
have shown in a previous article that 
In at least two commodities, those of 
uugar and wool, the tariff protection 
accorded by the Increased rates on 
these two commodities does not reach 
the fanner, but stops with and en­ 
riches the manufacturer. 
There Is a chemical plant in the 
state of New Jersey which makes a fer­ 
tiliser product for the Cuban marker. 
Cuba’s sugar industry has been prac­ 
tically ruined by a 60 per c$nt increase 
In tho tariff on raw sugar. 
Cuba Is 
unable to buy the product of this chem­ 
ical factory.

MONTANA 
T 
HE 
men­ 
t i o n 
of 
Montana his­ 
tory immedi­ 
ately 
brings 
to mind the 
Custer 
Mas­ 
sacre as one 
of tin* most dramatic incidents 
in Indian warfare. 
It occurred 
in 1876, the Centennial year, 
when special emphasis was be­ 
ing laid on the cause of peace 
throughout 
the 
world. 
The 
Sioux Indians had been driven 
into Montana by the gold miners, 
and the United States govern­ 
ment took steps to force them 
back into their reservations. Gen­ 
eral Custer, with less than 300 
men, set out to round up the 
tribes which were on Jhe war­ 
path, and at the Little Bighorn 
river, was ambushed by Sitting 
Bull and 3,000 warriors. Custer 
and all his troopers were killed. 
Soon after this massacre the In­ 
dians were defeated and many 
of them fled to Canada. 
Gold was discovered in Mon­ 
tana as early as 1852 by the half- | 
breed Francois Finlay near Hell ! 
Gate river. 
This, however, cre­ 
ated little stir and it wasn’t un­ 
til five years later when John 
Silverthorn discovered gold in 
quantities, that mining settle­ 
ments sprang up in the moun­ 
tains. This region had been part 
of Nebraska territory, which ip 
1863 was subdivided and became 
a portion of Idaho territory. The 
next year it was organized as 
the separate Territory of Mon­ 
tana. 
Virginia City was the capital 
aud here in 1865 was issued the 
Montana Post, the first newspa­ 
per of the state. 
In 1874 the 
capital was changed to Helena 
and ten years later a state con­ 
stitution was adopted. The state 
was not taken into* the Union, 
however, until 1889. 
Montana comes from the Span­ 
ish adjective meaning “moun­ 
tainous.” 
Its area la 1464)08 
square miles, making it the third 
largest state of the Union.

RUINS IN MEXICO POINT TO 
ONCE HIGH .TYPE RACE 


Snn Juan 
Teotihuacan, 
Mexico.— 
Buried temple, covered with frescoes 
and carvings of sympolic art, relics 
of an ancient and vanished race; hier­ 
oglyphic* written in archaic Chinese, 
and pyramid» 
the size and structure 
of which bespeak a people of super­ 
ior civilisation—all remnants of a sa­ 
cred city buried perhaps by its own 
builders—those are the results of the 
work of excavation and research now 
being carried on by the Department 
Anthropology of Mexico. 
The 
field 
is the little town of San Juan Teo- 
tihuacan, which lien 28 miles north­ 
west of Mexico City. 
Some of 
the 
most 
interesting 
of 
these ancient 
ruins have been brought to light dur­ 
ing the last few months. 
Herman 
Cortez, 
who 
conquered 
Mexico and made it subject to Spain 
viewed the pyramids of Teotihuacan 
in 1520. 
They were then covered by 
mounds of dirt. 
On questioning Mon­ 
tezuma, King of the Aztecs, as 
to 
their origin, he could learn only that 
they had exigted long before the Az­ 
tecs had invaded the valley of Mexi­ 
co, and that to them the ancient struc­ 
tures were a mystery. 
The story of 
the vanished tribes of Mexico 
w a 
half scanned book, it is stated, but 
under the direction of the Depart­ 
ment 
of 
Anthropology 
the record 
which the Toltecs left behind in their 
ruined city is being deciphered bit by 
bit. 
First efforts at excavation among 
the many mounds which dot the te r­ 
ritory around the pyramids, and 
at 
uncovering the pyramids were made 
in 1904, under the direction of Sen­ 
ior Batriz. 
From then on, although 
hampered by the 
many 
revolutions 
and various changes of 
government 
that have taken place, the work has 
been continued intermittently. 
Dur­ 
ing the last year a great stride was 
made through the finding of a temple 
dedciated to Quetzalcoatl 
one of the 
most important of the Toltec gods— 
and the task of reconstruction of the 
temples which flanked it on four sides 
of an immense square. 
Up to 
the 
present date, the Mexican Govern­ 
ment has expended 50,000 pesos ($25,- 
000) on this work, which is under the 
direction of Senor M. Gambia of Co­ 
lumbia University, at present head of 
the Department of Anthropology 
in 
Mexico. 
To understand and appreciate 
the 
ruins of Teotihuacan, one must know 
something of the history of the Tol­ 
tecs. 
They were not indigenous 
to 
the Mexican plateau, but wandered 
down by the way of California, A ri­ 
zona and New Mexico, where ruins 
of their one-time dwelling still 
ex­ 
ist. 
That they were of Asiatic ori­ 
gin, probably 
Monogolian, 
or 
had 
come into contact with Asiatic peo­ 
ples, is a fact, according to scientists, 
in the seventh century A. D., 
they 
entered Anahuac, as the valley 
of 
Mexico was then called, and founded 
many towns among them Tuiancingo, 
Tiapa and Teotihuacan. Thie last was 
their sacred city, as the name 
de­ 
notes: Teoti, gods; hua, of; can, place. 
Here they built the 
pyramids of 
the Sun and of the Moon, on which 
they erected temples to their deities, 
le sse r temples occupied the guidade- 
lu (citidel), which was a big square. 
Priests had their houses here, 
and 
the city was the center of the reli­ 
gious life of the race. 
The Toltecs 
were a peaceful people ami well in­ 
structed ni mechanical arts. 
For three centuries did this people 
hold sway in Anahuac, and then 
it 
vanished as silently and as mysteri­ 
ously as it had 
come, 
taking 
its 
course through 
what 
now are the 
states of Oaxaca ami 
Yucatan. 
In 
these states are found 
the ruins of 
their temples and dwellings, 
which 
are built in the same style, and have 
the same decorative motifs as those 
in the valley of Mexico. 
But before leaving Teotihuacan the 
people buried 
their 
pyramids 
and 
their temples under mounds of dirt. 
This feat seems too prodigious to be 
believed, but it is explanied by the 
statement that 100.000 men working 
u few months could cover the 
city. 
The popular belief has been that the 
Aztecs covered the sacred city, 
but 
according to Senor Ramon Mena, to 
noted archeologist, this 
new 
people 
found them as mounds of a nonde­ 
script nature on which vegetable life 
had taken root. 
Four facts regarding 
the Toltecs 
arc of unusual end absorbing inter­ 
est, Senor Mena says: 
One, as yet 
not fully confirmed, is to the 
effect 
that in the desert of Gobi, a barren 
plateau lying north of the Republic of 
China and between Chinese Turkes­ 
tan and Manchuria, the present day 
inhabitants speak the tongue used by 
the Toltecs 
and called Nehuatl. 
In 
recent years there have been found, 
near the pyramids, 
tablets 
bearing 
hieroglyphics of a distinctly 
Chinese 
character, and which indeed, members 
of the Chinese legation in 
Mexico 
City have been able to identify 
as 
archaic Chinese. 
Again, 
the

masks of buried kings 
and priests 
that have been unearthed, 
bear

marked resemblance 
to

type.
